References: 

a. Your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of March 29, 2001, for records 
concerning various dossiers. Your request was received in this office on April 18, 2001. 

b. Our letter of April 20, 2001 , informing you that additional time was needed to review the 
records and we were unable to comply to the 20-day statutory time limit in processing your 
request. 

We have conducted checks of the automated Defense Clearance and Investigations Index and 
a search of the Investigative Records Repository to determine the existence of Army intelligence 
investigative records responsive to your request. 

We have located the enclosed records pertaining to Czechoslovakia Intelligence Net # 1 , 
ZF010442W. We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with 
Executive Order (EO) 12958. As a result of our review, information has been sanitized as it is 
currently and properly classified CONFIDENTIAL according to Sections 1.3(a)(3), 3.4(b)(1) and 
3.4(b)(6) of EO 12958. This information is exempt fi-om the public disclosure provisions of the 
FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552(b)(1). Fees for processing this request are waived. A 
brief explanation of the applicable sections follows: 

Section 1.3(a)(3) of EO 12958 provides that information shall be classified 
CONFIDENTIAL if its unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected 
to cause damage to the national security. 
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Section 3.4(b)(1) of EO 12958 provides that classified information more 
that 25 years old is exempt from automatic declassification if it would reveal 
the identity of a confidential human source, or reveal information about the 
application of an intelligence source or method, or reveal the identity of a 
human intelligence source when the unauthorized disclosure of that source 
would clearly and demonstrably damage the national security interests of the 
United States. 

Section 3.4(b)(6) of EO 12958 provides that classified information more than 
25 years old is exempt from automatic declassification if it would reveal 
information that would seriously and demonstrably impair relations between the 
United States and a foreign government, or seriously and demonstrably undermine 
ongoing diplomatic activities of the United States. 

Since the release of some of the information deleted from these records would result in an 
unwarranted invasion of the privacy rights of the individuals concerned, this information is 
exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA per Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(C). 

In addition, information has been sanitized from the records and two pages have been denied 
in their entirety as the release of the information would reveal the identity of confidential 
sources. This information is exempt from public disclosure pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 
(b)(7)(D) of the FOIA. The significant and legitimate governmental purpose to be served by 
withholding is that a viable and effective intelligence investigative capability is dependent upon 
protection of confidential sources. It is not possible to reasonably segregate meaningful portions 
of the withheld pages for release. 

The withholding of information by this office is a partial denial of your request. This denial is 
made on behalf of Brigadier General Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, U.S. Army 
Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army intelligence 
investigative and security records under the FOIA. You may appeal this decision to the 
Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this office. Your 
appeal must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this letter. After the 
60 day period, the case may be considered closed; however, such closure does not preclude you 
filing litigation in the courts. 

We are coordinating with another government agency concerning the releasability of their 
information contained in the records. We will inform you as to the releasability of the 
information upon completion of our coordination.

3, The handicap of being unable to finance sources surveillance of Subject, and 
of his living in the vicinity to effect penetration is reflected in this report. The 
course of action outlined in this Agent's last report will be followed when conditions 
permit, and it is expected that the source selected to effect penetration will be 
able to either establish or refute the alleged illegal intelligence activity of Sub- 
ject andi — ""o date, no more than the reported suspicious behaviour on the 
part of these two individuals has been noted in this area, but these actions, coupled 
with an association with the Chairman of the Trade Union in MARKT HEIDENFELD, a known 
Communist, and who deides knowing MARTIN, seems to be sufficient to warrant continued 
Investigation in this case. The sources used for this repoj*t were 0-98-TL and an un- 
carded source and the evaluation is as stated*

As noted in our letter, information originating with another govermnent agency was being 
coordinated to determine the releasability of their information contained in the records and we 
would inform you of their decision upon completion of their action. Coordination has been 
completed and the records have been returned to us for our release to you. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Executive Order 
1 2958. As a result of this review, the information contained in the records no longer warrants 
security protection and is partially releasable to you. The records are enclosed for your use. 
Fees for processing this request are waived. 

Since the release of some of the information deleted from these records would result in an 
unwarranted invasion of the privacy rights of the individuals concerned, this information is 
exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA per Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(C). 

The withholding of information by this office is a partial denial of your request. This denial is 
made on behalf of Brigadier General Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, U.S. Army 
Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army intelligence 
investigative and security records under the FOIA. You may appeal this decision to the 
Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this office. Your 
appeal must be post marked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this letter. After the 
60 day period, the case may be considered closed; however, such closure does not preclude you 
from filing litigation in the courts.

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a. It is the opinion of this Agent, that maiy of the 
personalities nientioned prior to this report, who have been susp- 
ected of espionage activities, vsere eng;agea ii/ smuggling and black- 

/market activities. As such they and their contacts ;vere erroneously 
reported as being possibly engaged in espionage work by inforiiiant 
sources previously used in late 1946 and early 1947 by this office. 
Because this case is endangered by becoming encunbersd T;ith person- 
alities who have long since receded into the background or who have 
\ disappeared from this area, it would be impractical to continue 
'carrying them as being active. It is therefore thought that these 
personalities be dropped from this case and used only as reference 
material in the future.. 

b. It is also believed that the ajnpo!ET;anQe of this case 
has been overemphasized and that many of the personalities mentioned 
have been used by 0-219-V-»i"' in order to further his own interests.

b. RecoMaend also that an attempt be made to associate all 
active psrsonalities with Operation: LITHIA, if possibJLe. If this' 
can be acccmplished , then ultimately Net No, 1 (Czech) can be closed 
as a case and all efforts directed to conducting Operation: LITHLh.^ 
more successfully. 

c. It is further rscoinmended that in view of the quantity-, 
quality and diversity of information received from 0-219-7-v/, this 
infoimation should not be included in reports on Net Ko, 1 (Czech) , 
but under, an appropriate subject. This should then be cross-refer- 
enced into operation LITHIA and Net Ho. 1 (Czech) and such other sub- 
jects as may be decided upon.
